PARIS, May 17.—Premiers Briand and

Boulogne, the first of next week to dis- 
tuss the Silesian situation agg endeavor 
to draw a boundary line between Ger- 
many and Poland. But M. Briand will 
not go before he has given an account- 
ing to the French Chamber, which will 
resume its sessions Thursday. He has 
succeeded in overcoming much of the 
hostility shown toward his reparations 
arrangement, and his recent strong re- 
ply to Mr. Lioyd George’s Silesian 
speech has greatly added to his popu- 
larity.- The nature of the interpellations 
filed indichtes that he will have some 
trouble with the Chamber, but in. well 
informed quarters it is believed that he. 
will get-a good-sized vote of confidence. 

Difficulties of Delingation. 

It ig extremely difficult for the Pre- 
miers to draw the Silesian line—as they 
must ‘do, since the Allied Commission 
intrusted with the task cannot. agree. 
If the line is drawn where the English 
want it, much of the territory now held 
by Korfapty’s men will go to Germany.. 
If it-is drawn where the French want it 
there is little reason to believe that the 
German population of Silesia will, be 
content: It is a dilemma. The French 
hesitate about a final decision until the 
Allies are in a position by diplomatic or 
military means to enforce it. There are 
not enough allied soldiers now in Si- 
lesia to do the thing properly, and there 
has been for two days a demand ‘in the 
French press that English soldiers be 
sent there. French writers say that the 
weight of enforcing a decision partly 
shaped by Mr. Lloyd George’s opinion 
should not fall exclusively upon the 
French and Italian soldiers, there being 
no English soldiers now in Upper Sile- 
sia. 

It is possible that a great deal too 
much importance is being attached to 
the differences over the Silesian ques- 
tion between the French and British 
Governments. It: is mot exact to say 
that the Entente is broken beyond re- 
It is -not broken at all: it has 
only been badly shaken. After all, 
there. is good reason--to believe that. 
rivalry of England and France for Con- 
tinental influence is not entirely lacking 
from the situation; but that does not 

mean that either nation will sacrifice 
union with the other for such purposes 
—at least, not yet, when Euroue is so 
much troubled and needs an Entente as 
it does. 

Briand and Lloyd George both know 
how to settle sharp differences. They 
are both negotiators at heart, and 
neither seeks to stand out as a flam- 
boyant hero. It is a good prediction 
that they will get together on the Sile- 
‘sian problem. Having been able to t- 
tle the reparation issue without ‘t 
French- occupation of the Rubkr, they 
can, do anything.

Hyman'Manoson, 60 years old, a real 
estate dealer, interested in the social up- 
lift of negroes, among whom he lived on 
the ground floor of 115 West 187th 
Street, was shot and killed last night in 
the hallway of his home after two young 


rob him. 

While Manoson was dying and his as- 
sistant, Hyman Efrons a’painter of 2,091 
Prospect Avenue, was on the street sum- 
moning the police, other negroes from 
the neighborhood, said to. include ‘the 
dying man’s tenants, robbed of $167. 

Manoson, who owned the house in 
which he lived and several others in the 
neighborhood, made his office and home 
in the 187th Street house with his wife 
Tuba. Last night he told his wife he 
was going to collect some rents from 
his negro tenants. 

The landlord was accompanied by 
Efron, who did some painting work un- 
der contract for him, but whom he en- 
gaged lately as an assistant. After col- 
lecting $489 Manoson and Hfron 
turned to the West 137th Street building, 
which is near Lenox Avenue. 


Vietim’s Wife Hears Shot. 


They entered the dimly lighted hallway 
and were confronted by a young negro 
about 21 years old. The man had his 
hand behind his back. He was ap- 
parently unnerved by the fact that Ma- 
moson was accompanied by Efron. 

Another young negro who had followed 
Manoson into the hallway from =the 
street seized him from behind, but -be- 
fore he could go through the landlord’s 
pockets his confederate, without a word, 
raised his pistol and fired. The bullet 
entered below the heart and Manoson 
sank to the floor. 

The murderer and his companion fled 
to the street with Efron in pursuit. The 
sound of the shot was heard by Mrs. 
Manoson, who opened the door of her 
home and fell fainting across her hus- 
band’s body. 

The hold-up men ran through 187th 
Street, which was crowded. with men and 
women, and which is in the heart of 
Harlem's ‘‘ black belt,’’ and escaped. 

Efron’s cries brought -scores of ne- 
groes tumbling from their homes and 
stores and from the street. Manoson 
was in his death agony and his pockets 
were rifled of $167, part of the money 
in his possession. The ghouls were in 
too great a hurry to search all Mano- 
son’s pockets earefully, for they failed 
to get a good portion of the money. 


Dying Man Found in Hallway. 


_By the time Police Sergeant Robert’ 
F. Fisher of the West 185th Street Sta- 
tion and Patrolman Tooher reached the 
hallway with Efron it was deserted ex- 
cept for the dying man,and his uncon- 
scious wife.: 

A hurry call was sent for an ambu- 
lance, but when Dr. O’Brien of Harlem 
Hospital reached the scene Manoson was 
dead. A police cordon was thrown 
around the block and at a late hour 
las: night the police were still seeking 
the landlord’s assailants. 

Captain Louls M. Haupt and Detectives 
Edgar McGrath and Emil Winterhalter 
hurried to the building and began a 
rigid inquiry among tenants in the house 
and of neighbors. 

Efron was able to furnish only a 
meagre description -of the assailants. 
He said they were both young men, 
wearing dark clothes. One wore a no- 
ticeably brown coat. He said that the 
men ran east on 137th Street to Lenox

Manoson was well known in Harlem, 
where he had been in the real estate 
and insurance business for many years. 
It was said his good humor and kindly 
philosophy endeared him to many of 
those with whom he came itn contact.

PARIS, May 17.—The German Govern- 
ment has informed the Reparation Com- 
mission ‘that it is prepared to pay im- 
mediatel 150,000,000 gold marks ($37)- 
500,000) on account of the billion which 
the commission on May 15 ordered Ger- 
many to pay within fwehty-five days. 

This payment, which is to be made 
partly in gold and partly in bills of 
foreign exchange, is regarded as of 
great importance at the present juncture 
as earfiest of Germany’s good faith, 
since tomdrrow is the day by which 
Germany must fulfill certain demands 
of the Aviation Control Commission: and 
Friday similar demands of the Milifary

HARDINGWITHHOLDSTROOPS 


He Feels West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky Have Not Exhausted 
"Their Resources. 





Special to The New York Thmes, 
WILLIAMSON, W. Va., May 17.— 


rFrom War Eagle to Kermit, the two 


extreme points of the Mingo County 
coal field, now the scene of the feud 
between striking miners and coal oper- 
ators, is fifty miles as the crow flies. 
Both points are on the Tug River, 
which for this stretch forms the bound- 
ary line between West Virginia and 
Kentucky, and if-one were to follow 
the windings of that stream the dis- 
tance would be probably increased by 
some five miles. Tonight both the Ken- 
tucky’ and West Virginia shores of the 
Tug are potential battlefronts, where 
riflemen from the opposing camps are 
resting on their guns, anxiously wait- 
ing for the morrow and the day after. 

Thursday is looked forward to by the 
coal operators and the officials who 
for almost a week have been -working 
against heavy odds to maintain a sem- 
blance of peace and order, as a crucial 
day in the raging feud. They look on 
the comparative quiet which has pre- 
vailed in the Mingo field today and 
yesterday as the lull preceding a storm, 
which they fear may break day after 
tomorrow, the anniversary of the bloody 
battle of Matewan, which marked the 
opening of a struggle which now has 
lasted almost a year. 

Today, President Harding, Senator 
Sutherland and other officials at Wash- 
ington have been appealed to in mes- 
sages urging Federal intervention and 
the sending of United States troops into 
this territory on the ground that within 
a few hours the situation may be beyond 
the State constabulary and the local au- 
thorities on this side of the Tug and too 
much for the handful of militiamen who 


»>|are endeavoring to restore quiet on the 


Kentucky side of the river. 


Say Strikers Are Mobilizing. 


Characteristic of the tone of the ap- 
peals whiclt went forth today is the fol- 
lowing, sent by Harry Olmstead, Chair- 
man of the Strike Committee of the 
Williamson Coal Operators’ Association, 
to a member - President Harding’s 
Cabinet: 

‘““Only those wine live in this section 
can realize the gravity of the situation 
arising from the civil. warfare that has 
raged here practically unrestricted since 
last Thursday. We here on the ground 
have every reason to believe that it is 
only a matter of hours until the strife 
will be renewed with greater intensity 
and‘ with greater loss of human life. 

‘‘ We sense this and know it will even- 
tually ‘come from our’ observation of 
what is going forward and from many 
sources ‘of information which indicate 
that hundreds of men have arrived in 
the troubled district from other coal 
fields, and that all striking miners have 
been ordered to mobilize. 

‘Barricades and breastworks have 
been erected along the mountain ‘ridges 
to protect riflemen when they fire into 
the mining villages. A demonstration in 
obseryance of ‘the first anniversary of 
the Matewan street battle, in which 
ten were killed, is expected and may 
take the form of added violence against 
non-union workers, 

“« Small forces of Kentucky militia and 
‘West Virginia constabulary now on duty 
are apt to be annihilated when warfare 
is renewed. Any reports that the situa- 
tion has improved are either maliciously 
circulated or come from those not 
cognizant; of the fact. Will you kindly 
use your good offices in calling atten- 
tion to the real situation, the serious- 
ness of which cannot be emphasized too 
greatly.’’ 

Only one small ten-mile sector of the 
potential battle ground along the Tug 
River has. been affected so far by the 
present upheaval.

Point of. Order That Was to Block 
Proposal Will Not Be

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The Borah 
naval ent amendment to the 
pending Naval Appropriation#& bill will 
not be made the subject of a point of 
order by Senator Poindexter, the Acting 
Chairman of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, and is expected to be adopted 
by a large majority of Senators on both 
sides of the chamber.. 

After more than a week of debate, 
during which practically no progress 
had been: made toward disposing of the 
bill, Senator Poindexter announced his 
change of front in the Senate this after- 
noon, and in doing so it is believed that 
he acted with the sanction of: Pregident 
Harding. The position of the President, 
has hitherto been that the disarmament 
proposal was one in which the Execu- 
‘tive and not the Senate should take the’ 
initiative. On this theory the Borah 
amendment has been opposed by a ma- 
jority of the Senators on the Republican 
side and a considerable number on the 
Democratic side. 

Senator Poindexter refused to commit 
himself as to the new position’ in the 
matter that the President is reported 
to have taken. He admitted that he had 
written a letter last week to the Presi- 
dent on the subject, but would not atate 
the nature of the President's reply. The 
fact that he announced that ‘he would 
no longer oppose the Borah proposal 
was taken, however, as indicative of a 
change of. front by the President. 


Senators Told to Vote as They Wish: 


Shortly after Senator Poindexter had 
informed the Senate that he wotild not 
interpose a point of order against the 
amendment, the word was quietly passed 
to the Administration Senators that they 
were at liberty to decide as they wish 
when the amendment comes to a vote, 
which may ‘be in the next two or three 
days. 

It.was while Senator King, supporting 
the Borah position, ‘had the floor that 
the announcement of the turnabout by 
the Administzation forces was made. 
In answer to a question Senator Poin- 
dexter said that he wonld not oppose 
the amendment when the time came for 
a vote to determine whether or not it 
should be included as a provision of 
the pending bill. Senator Harrison of 
Mississippi sought to ascertain by 
questions whether or not it was the 
President who had ordered this change 
in policy, but was unable to get a divect 
answer. 

‘“*It is reported,’’ said Senator Har- 
addressing Senator Poindexter, 
*‘that the President has come around 
to the support of this amendment. Is 
that true? ’’ ; 

‘“‘I speak only for myself. 
speak for no other Senator. I shall not 
make the point of order against the 
amendment,’’ replied nenaine Poindex- 
ter. ~ 
“* Well, ‘has the President eahines His 
mind on this matter?’ persisted the 
Mississippian. 

“I am not authorized to speak for 
the President,’’ Senator Poindexter an- 
swered. 

At this juncture Senator Curtis, the 
acting Republican leader, interposed and 
moved an executive session. 

Tells of Letter to Harding. 


When seen outside the chamber, Sen- 
ator Poindexter said that he had writ- 
ten to the President last week relative 
to the Borah amendment. In answer to 
a dérect Question as to what he had 
gathered as to the President’s attitude, 
the Senator answered:

and the North Union Gas Companies, 
subsidiaries of the Consolidated, will 
be similarly reduced: 

The high rate of $1.50 was put. into 
effect on April 1, after a decision by 
Judge Learned Hand in the Federal 
Court that the rate of $1.20 was insuf- 
ficient. In all of the steps taken by the 
company since it. began. proceedings in 
April, 1919, to have the statutory rate 
of 80 cents declared unconstitutional 
because it was confiscatory, the com- 
pany has been successful. From the 
statutory rate it was permitted an in- 
crease to $1, then to $1.20, and finally 
to the highest rate of all from which it, 
ts about to recede. 

No indication had been given by the 
sompany that its promine to reduce. the | 
rate when the price ‘of gas ofl dropped 
Was so near fulfilment, hut it had con- 
tinued to fight as fiercely as ever for 
the high rate. The point was stressed 
that if the lower courts were not sus 
tained by the United States Supreme 
Court the company. would have to return 
to consumers all of the money paid by 
them in excess of the S80-cent rate. 

Evidence submitted during the litiga- 
tion showed that, the company was sell- 
ing about 19,000,000,000 cubie feet of 
gas annually and the court found that 
the net return was, $900,000. year on a 
valuation of $77,000,000, The court de- 
cided that the company should have re- 
ceived, a. nét return of $6,000,000, taking 
8 per cent. as a fair profit. 


Intimates Rate May: Be Lower. . 


The company in its. statement: sets 
forth its new position in reducing the 
price of gas instead of seeking \to in- 
crease it. Ie does not bigd itself to 
maintain fle $1.25 rate, but says that if 
operating costs decrease the price of gas 
will follow, thus giving promise that 
eventually the rate may asda reacp the 
statutory point. 

Speaking for the Consolidated Com- 
pany and its allied concerns, President 
George B. Cortelyou explains that it waa 
not possible to reduce the rate until the 
cotracts.for gas oil at a high price had 
expired and new contracts could be. 
made. 

“* Negotiations for a new gas ofl con- 
tract,’’ Mr. Cortelyou says, “have now 
reached the point where thé company 
is assured of an adequate supply of 
good oil at a price substantially belo 
the present price.. The quantity of 
contracted for last December, for the 
first six months of 1921, was based upon 
the requirements for the corresponding 
period in 1020. As a matter of fact, 
however, the unusually mild tempera- 
ture prevailing during the \ Winter of 
1921 decreased substantially the quantity 
of oil used in those months.

$4,000, ,000 Capital to Cut 
Expenses $1,000,000,000.

Baltimore & Ohio Head “Aéserts 
W. Jett Lauck’s Proposed Econ- | 
omies Are “Impracticable.’”’

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The recent 
statement of W. Jett Lauck, economist 
for the railroad unions, that the roads 
could save $1,000,000,000 annually ‘in. op- 
erating expenses, was challenged today 
by. Daniel Willard, President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, 
when he resumed his testimony before 
the Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, 

Mr. Willard said that In one instance, 
where. Mr. Lauck asserted that $278,000, -~- 
000 might be saved by modernizing loco- 
motives, it would require a capital ex~- 
penditure of $165,000,000 alone by the 
Baltimore & Ohio road to realtize this 
economy, and some $4,000,000,000 capital 
outlay for all the railroads of the nation.

Definition of ‘‘Deserter From. Draft”’ 
Makes All in Original Tabula- 
tion Desérters, it Is Held. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The ctitt- 
Cism aimed at the War Department in 
connection with its. publication of. the 
Graft desertion lists, drew from the de- 
partment today another long state- 
ment in defense of its action. It is con- 
tended officially in this newest state- 
ment that the department would have 
been “‘ entirely warranted '’ in including 
in the published lists of men charged 
with draft desertion the name of every 
draft registrant who failed to report for 
military service under orders from the 
draft authorities, deapite honorable ser- 
vice afterward in the army, navy or 
marine corps. 

*‘ Although, as has been repeatedly ex- 
plained,’’ says the official announcement 
fesued by the War Department today, 
“the publication by the War Depart- 
ment of the lists of,men charged with 
desertion from the draft is in response 
to a widespread demand from patriotic 
societies; from the relatives of men who 
did their full. duty and who, fn many 
cages, gave up their lives in the service, 
from the press, and from the general 
public, nevertheless, now that the lists 
are actually béing published, the depart- 
ment, strangely enough, is being sub- 
jected to a constant fire of drastic crit- 
icism for having adopted this means of 
bringing to trial the men who succeeded 
in evading their duty to their country in 
its hour of peril. It is now insisted that 
the iists should never have been pub- 
lished, until the department was abso- 
lutely convinced that there appeared 
thereon the name of no man who actual- 
ly rendered either military or naval ser- 
vig during the period of the World 
War. 

‘“‘In this connection attention is again 
invited to the definition of the term ‘ de- 
serters from the draft.’ 

‘‘Deserters from the draft are men 
who registered under the provisions of 
the Selecfive Service law and failed to 
report for military service at a specified 
time and place, although ordered. by the 
draft authorities to do so.

Spain Extends for Three Years Re- 
payment of 400,000,000-Franc 
Loan Now Due.

PARIS, May 17.~—The question of a 
further note issue is once more agitating 
financial circles, which are asking how 
the Government will otherwise meet the 
financial deficit—to say nothing of the 
immediate expense incurred in mobiliza- 
tion. The New York Tres .correspond- 
ent learns that a note issue is not .con- 
templated at present, the ‘Treasury pre- 
ferring to try a new experiment in the 
shape of bonds bearing 6 per ‘cent. in- 
terest, redeemable in two years. ‘ It is un- 
derstood these bonds will only be issued, 
during a limited perlod—suggested as 
one month—so as not to depreciate the 
defense national bonds or war loans 
bearing lower interest. The first six 
months’ interest will be paid in advance, 
the issue price being 455. The, ponds 
willecarry three 15 franc coupons and 
will be redeemed at 500, which brings 
the net interest to slightly over 6% per 
cent. 

The scheme has met with considerable 
criticism, notably by the financial editor 
of the Journal des Débats, who argues 
that the interest is unnecessarily high 
and is bound to injure the defense bonds 
and war loans if an amount worth hav- 
ing: is subscribed, and render the big con- 
solidation loan scheduled for the Autumn 
more onerous, Another objection raised 
is that business men and bankers will 
not tie up money in securities that are 
not easy to liquidate, no short term 
bonds with a redemption date more than 
three or four months distant being 
really liquid in the present state of af- 
fairs, and that the support from the pub- 
lic ig unlikely to make the experiment 
worth while. ; : . 

On the other hand, the savings bank 
figures for the first three months of 
the year show an excess of deposits over 
withdrawals of 332,000,000 francs, which 
in these bad times is a remarkable indi- 
cation of the investing power of ‘the 
country. 

This point is used as an argument by 
anti-inflationists, who claim that new 
issues of loans are merely disguised in- 
flation, with the disadvantage. of piling 
up a heavy interest burden, and would 
prefer to see a note issue right away 
which chey claim would assist to pro- 
mote business recovery. But it is 
pointed out that the prosperity of France 
really is great enough, despite the- par- 
lous appearance of the national finences, 
to carry the interest burden, whereas a 
new note issue, say of 10 000, 000 
francs, as proposed in a ‘pill just laid 
before the Chamber of Deputies, would 
depreciate French exchange again and 
upset the country by a sudden rise in 
price and consequent labor demands for 
higher wages.

Summary _ Release Is Wanted. 


Officials here take the view that all 
Americans held prisoners in Russia, with- 
out color of valid law, should be sum-+ 
marily released, while, so long as they 
aré being held, this Government will not 
even consider the thought of dealing 
with Soviet Russia, the converse of this 
‘statement is not necessarily true. The 
release of the Americans would not 
swing the American Governfent around 
into a position where it would be willing 
to deal with the Soviets. 

To deal with or recognize Soviet Rus- 
sia merely because Americans might be 
released would be regarded by this Gov- 
ernment ag equivalent to being forced 
into such an attitude through. the re- 
lease of the ericans. It was stated 
by a high authority that if the Moscow 
Yeaders think they are rendering any 
service to the cause of their Govern- 
ment, or that by refusing to set free 
Americans held by them they think they 
ean compel the United States to open 
formal negotiations with the Soviets, 
ney are ‘‘ very much mistaken.’’ 

e conditions upon which Secretary 
Hughes ‘would consider entering negotia- 
tions for trade relations with Soviet 
Russia were set forth in his statement of 
March 25, which was transmitted to the 


‘| Ameri¢an Consul at Reval and by the 


‘latter handed to Maxim Litvonoff, the 
Soviet agent in Esthonia, through whom 
the Russian appeal for negotiations for 
trade relations was transmitted. In that 
statement Secretary Hughes declared it 
was manifest to the United States Gov- 
ernment that, in existing conditions, 
there was no assurance for the develop- 
ment of trade with Russia, as the sup- 
plies which Russia might now be able to 
obtain would be.wholly inadequate to 
meet her needs, and no lasting good 
could result so long as the present 
causes: of progressive impoverishment 
continued to operate there. 


Must Show Production First. 


Secretary Hughes is of the opinion 
that it is only in the ‘‘ productivity "’ of 
Russia that there is any hope for the 
Russian people and that it is idle to ex- 
pect a resumption of trade until the eco- 
nomic bases of production are securely 
established. In his statement of March 
25 Mr. Hughes declared that production 
must be conditioned ‘‘on the safety of 
life, the recognition by firm guarantees 
of priyate property, the sanctity of con- 
tract and the rights of free labor.’’ He 
added that, if ‘‘ fundamental '’ changes 
were contemplated, involving due regard 
for the protection of persons and -prop- 
erty and the establishment of conditions 
essential to the maintenance of com- 
merce, this Government would be glad to 
**have convincing evidence’’ of the 
‘* consummation of such change.’ The 
Secretary declared that ‘‘ until this evi- 
dence is supplied ’’ the American Gov- 
ernment would be unable to perceive 
that there was any proper -‘ basis’’ for 
considering trade relations. 

The attitude of Mr. Hughes is exactly 
what it was on March 25. It was de- 
clared that the Soviet officials were well 
aware of the views of the erican 
Government in regard to prisoners in 
‘Russia. 

In what manner these views were 
communicated to the Moscow Govern- 
ment or its representatives was not di- 
vulged, but it is believed that the tn- 
strumentality was either the American 
Consulate in Esthonia or Dr, Fridttof 
Nansen, the Norwegian exploror and 
diplomat, who undertook —_, months 
ago, upon invitation of the Wilson Ad- 
ministration, to negotiate with the So- 
viet Government for the release of the 
American prisoners, of whom there are 
still 20 or 30 in Russia.

They said he 
could not cope with the peasants, They 
said he could only satisfy the needs of 
the peasants with goods that he could 
buy outside of Russia. 

“They said, ‘ The only thing that can 
save you is if we come in, operate your 
plants and furnish to the peasants the 

oods they want. But we can only do 
fiat if you permit us to operate on a 
basis of capitalistic exploitation. You 
can camouflage that as much as you 
please, but thet is the plan.’ \ 

‘Lenin said frankly that he would 
make the concession to foreign capital- 
ists, but not to the Russian capitalists, 
because the ry bsbulngs demand a 
voice in the political sphere.’ 

As showing the shrewdness with which 
the Soviet leaders acted in making the 
trade pact, Mr. Landfield said the Bol- 
sheviki, knowing they were getting to 
the end of their convertible resources, 
wanted to get hold of all other property 
not yet seized. In obtaining from the 
Britiah’ courts legal recognition of such 
property in their possession they gained 
their ends, he added. 


AVALANCHE IN FRENCH ALPS. 


It Wrecks a Railway and Tracks at 
Tenay, but Injures No One.

PARIS, May 17.—Barely two minutes 
after a passenger train had passed 
through, an avalanche of rock crashed 
down upon the railroad station of Tenay, 
in the Frehch Alps, and smashed build- 
ingssand track to pieces. The station is 
on the road between Paris and Geneva, 
at the point where the Alps begin to rise 
in sheer rock faces, towering above the 
little valleys through which the railroad 
runs. Often in Spring, when «a thaw 
comes, great boulders break off and 
hurtle down into the valleys, but such a 
fall as that of yesterday is exceptional. 

After the ‘train had passed a rumbling 
noise was heard, and the villagers, look- 
ing up, saw a cloud of dust on the 
mountainside, in the track of which trees 
bent and broke. All who could ran for 
shelter behind the houses and toward 
the slope on the further side of the town. 
With incredible speed the rock rushed 
down, but the force of the avalanche 
was somewhat spént before it reached 
the station. 
to sweep away the station master’s of- 
fice and the waiting rooms and break to 
fragments the steel rails. One great 
block, weighing close to two tons, broke 
through the _ station fences, rolled 
through the station square, and fell at 
last into the bed of the river Albanie, 
where it almost completely blocked the 
narrow stream. 

The whole village is littered with great 
blocks which it will take days to remove, 
and it was only by a miracle that, while 
many houses were damaged, no one was 
injured.

HARDING WILL NOT SEND 
TROOPS TO WILLIAMSON 


Decides West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky Have Not Used All 


Their Resources. 


Special to The New. York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—President 
Harding today-“declined to send Federal 
troops to West Virginia or Kentucky to 
suppress the disorders in the Tug River 
mining district, on the border line of 
these States. His decision was. accom- 
panied by a declaration of the Adminis-' 
tration policy as to the employment of 
Federal agencies In maintaining order 
within State boundaries. 

On Saturday the President had signed 
proclamations declaring Federal martial 
law in the perturbed areas of West 
Virginia and Kentucky, but suspended 
their issue on receiving more reassur- 
ing advices from Governor Morrow of. 
Kentucky, who had joined with Gov- 
ernor Morgan of West Virginia in ask- 
ing the President to send Federal troops 
to both States. 

The declaration of policy enunciated 
today followed a meetjng of the Cabi- 
net. It was set forth in the following 
telegram from Mr. Christian, the Presi- 
dent’s secretary, to Governor Morgan 
of West Virginia: 

‘‘The Hon. E. F. Morgan, Governor of 
West Virginia, Charleston: 

‘The President directs me to address 
to you the statement that the Federal 
Government is ever ready to perform its 
full duty in the maintenance of con- 
stituted authority, but he feels he is 


not justified in directing the military]. 


forces of -the nation to enter the State 
of West Virginia, according to your re- 
uest, until he is well assured that the 
state has exhausted all its resources in 
the performance of the duty clearly be- 
longing to it, or the situation has be- 
come a menace to the Federal Gov- 
ernment or a hindrance to the perform- 
ance of its functions. On the repre- 
sentations thus far made the President 
is not: convinced that West Virginia has 
exhausted all its own resources, and he 
awaits more definite assurances.

In’ explanation of the President’s ac- 
tion*it was asid that he did not be- 
Hieve that the army should be used 
ag a police force. He holds that wher- 
eVer possible a State should control 
local disorders and he was not ¢con- 
vinced: that West Virginia and Kentucky 
had reached the limit of their ability to 
maintain order. The army, in the 
President’s opinion, is not a police force. 
The definition of the Administration’s 
policy with respect to the use of Fed- 
eral troops is. important in’ view of 
charges made in the last Presidential 
campaign that the Republican Party 
would employ the army to suppress 
labor troubles. His policy differs from 
that of two of his predecessors. Presi- 
dent Cleveland sent Federal troops to 
Chicago during the Debs railroad strike 
of 1894 to prevent interference with mail 
trains and President Wilson sent Fed- 
eral troops to Gary, Ind., during the 
steel strike.;~

SAYS BERGDOLL DYED HAIR. 


Beserter Declares Slacker, With Red 
Mustache, Lived in Paris. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 17. — Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, the draft deserter, 
was pictured today as having appeared 
in. the gay resorts of Montmartre with 
his hair and mustache dyed red. Major 
William W. Hicks of the Military In- 
telligence Division of the army told the 
story of the Congressional subcommit- 
tee investigating the Bergdoll escape, 
but said he had never believed the fan- 


ciful tale, even when he first heard it 


from a prisoner at Governors Island. 


This prisoner, who deserted in France 
and was brought back to Fort Jay, de- 
tailed to the Major that he had met 
Bergdoll in Paris and had seen a letter 
written to the draft deserter by his 
mother warning him of the temptations 
of French capital. The prisoner said 
tha? if he could obtain an honorable 
discharge and have his record cleared 
he would go back to France and ‘“‘ get’ 
Bergdoll. The Military Intelligence offi- 
cers discredited the story. 

The first reports that Bergdoll was 
actually in Germany arrived Oct. 14, 
3920, locating him.in Eberbach, said 
Major Hicks. .The Military Intelligence 
Division wa’s asked to try to get hold of 
him through the machinery of the Allied 
Claims Commission. On Oct. 28'a cable 
arrived saying the German Government 
refused to surrender the slacker. 

Major Bruce E. Campbell, an _ officer 
who was appointed to defend ‘Bergdoll 
at his first trial, testified today that he 
found it an ‘‘ unsavory ” task, but could 
not.evade military orders. Major Camp- 

‘ bell is now a patient at the Walter Reed 
Army -Hospital here as a result of 
wounds -he received while serving in 
France with the Rainbow Division. 
Major Edmund A. Buchanan denied the 
recent assertion of Samuel T. Ansell, 
former Acting Judge Advocate General 
of the army and counsel for Bergdoll, 
that he paid for the circulars describing 
the slacker distributed after the escape. 

Lieut. Col. €harles C. Cresson, who 
Was recently accused by Representative 
Johnson, a member of the committee, of 
having participated in the ‘‘ whitewash ”’ 
at the oourt-martial of former Colonel 
Jchn B. Hunt, commandant at Fort Jay, 
where Bergdoll was confined, sent let- 
ters flatly denying this statement. 
Colonel Cresson was the prosecuting of- 
ficer at the court-martial.

ITALIANS LEAD INFLUX. 


English Immigrants Second in Num- 
ber, Irish and Spanish Next. 


According-to the figures made public 
yesterday by Commisioner of Immigra- 
‘tion Wallis, of the 441,444 immigrants 
who arrived in the United States during 
the last six. months, 139,972 settled in 
New York State. In the period men- 
tioned there were more Italians among 
the number than any other race, the 
total being 95,194. English immigrants 
came second with a- total: of 33,709 
while third place was a tie with the 
Irish and the Spanish arrivals amount- 
ing to 21,886. 

The statistics showed that the State 
receiving the second largest number was 
Pennsylvania where 43,004 settled, 


Massachusetts third with 38,803 and 
Illinois fourth with 25,211.

The ttering Bambino in 
the. ninth inning, drove the ball over the 
high fence in right centre, but the Hug- 
men had been able to collect only one 
run.up to this time, and two markers 
were not enough, the Indians taking the 
honors, 4 to 2. Tonight the Yanks 
moved on to Chicago for a four-game 
series with the White’ Sox, all beaming 
with confidence as.a result of the suc~- 
cesses in this city and Detroit. ; 
-Ruth was much in the’ limelight all 
through this battle, the only one which 
the world’s champions managed to save 
since the Yanks arrived here on Satur- 
day morning. Up to this afternoon the 
Indians had dropped five game in a 
row, and the Hugmen had won just as 
many, so two streaks were snapped at 
Dunn Field today. Ruth faced George 
Uhle four: times during the game, col- 
lecting two passes, a double, and finally 
the home run, but he had been picked 
off second base after one walk and again 
after the double, In the sixth Babe and 
Tris Speaker became engaged in a heat- 
ed argument near second, and for a 
time it appeared that some blows would 
be tossed around, 

A collision between Ruth anf Seweil

Jack Dempsey at Jersey City July 2, 
spent his initial day in camp inspecting 
the quarters that have been carefully 
prepared for his arrival]. Carpentier ar- 
.Tived at the camp early in the morning, 
about 9:80 o'clock. He had spent the 
night with Jack Qurley at Great Neck, 
L. I., several miles distant from the 
Matthews farm at Manhasset, L. I., 

where the training camp has been es- 
tablished In addition to inspecting the 
grounds, the white-painted two-story 
frame house where he will make his 
home while here, and the barn, which 
has been transformed into a modern 
gymnasium, Carpentier lolled about the 
grounds and house, recovering his ‘‘ land 
legs" and imbibing freely of the atmos- 
phere. 

Carpentier was out on the road soon 
after his arrival at the camp. He took 
only time enough to discard his travel- 
ing clothes for the more appropriate 
camp regalia. Togged out in a check- 
ered cap, rough, gray shirt, trousers of 
Wintet material, woolen socks and a 
pair of heavy low cuts, the French idol 
walked about the surrounding. country- 
side accompanied by Paul Journee, his 
sparring partner. The pair were gone 
log enough to get up a man’s-sized ap- 
petite and at noon did justice to a lunch 
specially prepared by Henri (Battling)

Carpentier 
busied himself reading a scrapbook con- 
taining part of the numerous columns 
which have been written about him. 
Journee, too, inspected the contents of 
another scrapbook. Manager Descamps 
and Wilson sat to one side of the 
porch, away from Carpentier, spending 
their time chatting and discussing plans 
for the boxer’s preparation. 


Farm Is- Centre of Interest. 


Already the farm land has become a 
distinct centre of interest. And, already, 
precautions have been taken against the 
disturbance of Carpentier’s comparative 
solitude. Trains running into Manhasset 
carried a number of enthusiasts eager to 
get a glimpse of the popular European 
boxer. Automobiles passing the entrance 
to the house on Jericho Turnpike were 
humerous and practically all of them 
slackened speed while passing the Mat- 
thews farm, while the drivers and occu- 
pants peered eagerly through the shad- 
ing trees surrounding the house for a 
glimpse of Carpentier. Because of the 
demonstration of interest reflected in the 
visitors to the farm, it was found neces- 
sary to lock gates soon after noon and 
thereafter only those who had business 
inside were permitted on the grounds. 
Barb wire has been strung about the 
permanent picket fence in. front of the 
house and a new swing-gate has been

THE ITALIAN ELECTIONS. 

The most surprising and unexpected 
thing in Sunday’s general election in 
Italy is the light vote cast. After all 
the excitement and violence of the 
campaign, the attacks and countcr-at- 
tacks of the Communists and the 
Fascisti, it would have been supposed 
that citizens .would rush to the 
‘urns’ when the critical day came. 
‘But they did so only in astonishingly 
small numbers. A_ special dispatch 
from Rome to Il Progresso of New 
York gave yesterday the figures for 
several cities. In Rome itself but 42 
per cent. of the enrolled voters took 
part in the election. In Bologaa the 
percentage was even lower—40. _ It 
was 50 in Naples, 55 “tn Venice, and 
nowhere else so high as in Milan, 74. 
The correspondent of Il Progresso de- 
clares that thoughtful Italians are 
aghast at this marked abstention. The 
explanation fs not simple. Many of 
the middle class are thought to have 
refrained from voting out of fear of 
getting into political broils. "But 
deeper reasons are found in the faulty 
political education of Italians, with 


their tendency to think of ‘‘the Stute ” 


as sométhing apart from themeelves, a 
fountain of favors or else a source of 


lmischief, for which the individual is 


not called upon to make sacrifices. 


While the precise composition of the 
new Parliament is not yet known, the 
returns make it certain that. the 
Giolitti Ministry will be in control. 
The Socialists have suffered heavy 
losses, while the Communists have 
won only a few scattered seats. In 
Milan, where they were noisiest and 
supposed to be most threatening, they 
did not elect a single Deputy. All told, 
the verdict of the election is strongly 
against the subversive elements that 
have been threatening not only Italian 
stability. but the very institutions of 
government. Groxrrti, who is, if not 
the Grand Old Man of Italy, at leest 
her ‘“‘ old Parliamentary hand,”’ is en- 
titled to point to the result of the elec- 
tions as a justification of his waiting 
and temporizing policy.

‘LEAGUE AND COURT. 

The war left no small part of the 
world politically new and raw. In the 
** succession States” men unused to 
power, untried in government, are at- 
tempting to solve their problems of self- 
determination. There is friction with- 
out and within the new States, quar- 
rels' with neighbors, much ill-temper, 
even war or.threats of it. Mr. Ex1nu 
Roor. sees beyond all these strifes and 
turmoils to a time when the world will 
resolve not to be always at fret, when 
it will take steps to make war. an out- 
cast, peace everywhere at home. 

In his address as President of the 
American Society of International 
Law, at the meeting of the society in 
Washington on April 27, Mr. Roor 
‘spoke in a vein of optimism, but.it was 
the optimism of clear vision and’sound 
reasoning. Evil conditions are tempo- 
rary; the issues of the war must soon 
be settled, peace soon restored; Ger- 
many will abandon her war ways, even 
in Russia the cruel despotism will be 
ended, the people will come to their 
own. ‘ Then it will remain to remove 
‘“*the hindrance of different forms 
‘* and methods favored by the nations 
*‘ within and the nations without the 
** existing League.’’ The remaining 
differences are not of substance, they 
ought not to stand in the way of the 
general desire of the civilized ‘World 
to give ‘* permanent form to {nstitu- 
tions to prevent further war.” From the 
point of view of intempational law, said 
Mr, Roor, ‘' it doesn’t much matter 
‘* whether. the substance of such in- 
** stitutions is reached by amending 
** the existing agreement or by msk- 
** ing a new agreement.”’ »

Roor points 
out that the Council of the League is 
‘a perpetual and. permanent ‘confer- 
ence,” and ‘‘a formal general. con- 
‘“‘ference of the principal nations 
‘‘ ordinarily leads. to a “situation: in 
‘‘ which it is extremely difficult for 
‘* any nation to begin war.’’ We have 
then ready to “hand an organized 
council or permanent conference of the 
nations, .a great safeguard against 
war. But we have something’ more. 
We have a Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice, to the creation of 
which we made large -contributions. 
Mr. Roor recalls that Congress: in 
August, 1916, declared by enactment 
that it is the policy of the United States 
to settle international disputes through 
mediation or arbitration, and author- 
ized the President to.summon a con- 
ference to devise plans for a tribunal 
to which disputed questions could. be 
deferred for ae and peaceful 
settlement. 

Article XIV. of the League of Na, 
tions Covenant made provision for the 
establishment of a permanent court 
of international justice, the plan, or 
statute, or constitution of which was 
drawn up by the Advisory Committee 
of Jurists at The Hague last Summer. 
Mr. Root, who has been a stanch 
advocate of the creation of the court, 
was a member of that committee of 
jurists, probably, its most influential 
member.’ The statute’ of the court 
was considered and revised by the 
Assembly at its meeting in Geneva. 
It has been adopted by the League 
and will come into force-as soon as it 
has been ratified by a majority of the 
members of the League. So that, as 
Mr. Roor points out, the nations have 
now made provision for ‘‘ conference 
‘** upon matters of policy either per- 
‘* manent or occasional, on the one 
‘* hand, and the establishment of law 
‘* and judicial disposal of questions of 
‘* right, on the other hand,” and these 
are not alternative or opposing meth- 
ods but logical and complementary 
parts of the one design, the oe of 
preventing war. 

The obstacles to our’ entry into the 
League of Nations which a few, months 
ago were felt to be serious if not in- 
surmountable have in large part dis-' 
appeared. Concurrently, conditions 
which irresistibly force us into closer 


more plainly into view, with the re- 
sult that the public attitude toward 
the matter has visibly changed. Mem- 
bership of the United States in the 
League can now be calmly considered 
and discussed; only a little while 
ago calmness could hardly be assumed. 
The changed conditions which make 
our: entry Possible are now understood 
and widely admitted. Mr. Roor 
speaks of ‘‘ amending the existing 
agreement ’’ as the President speaks 
of ‘* engaging under the existing 
Treaty.’’ It is significant, it is pro- 
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“INVESTED CAPITAL.” 

In 1921 we.get a decision under the 
excess profits tax law of 1917, and

It is commonly said that the La Belle 
Iron Works case decides what capital 
increase is taxable. It is more accu- 
rate to say that the decision is regard- 
ing what capital is exempt from taxa- 
tion under the income and profits 
tax law. The company claimed ex- 
emption from taxation by including 
increase of capital value among de- 
ductions allowed for ‘* invested capi- 
tal.’’ The decision turned on the 
definition of ‘‘ invested.’’ If the capi- 
tal increase had been the result of in- 
vestment, it. would have afforded a 
basis for deduction under the income 
and profits statute. A stock dividend 
was declared, and the _ company 
claimed that the exchange of the old 
shares for the new shares reprerent- 
ing the increased capital value was 
investment. An average of stock 
dividends would be around $100,000, - 
000 annually. But within a. few 
months there had been $784,125,0382 
of stock dividends, according to an 
incomplete list. The Treasury had 
reason to consider the question one of: 
unusual importance. 

The ore land represented by the 
capital stock issue of 1912 was bought 
in 1904 for $190,000; and in 1917 
had increased in value to $10,000,000, 
on which the company claimed tho 
normal exemption of .7 per cent.

Nor yet is it capi- 
tal in the form of profits earned by 
production and sale of-goods. It was 
a case of capitalization of a ‘* discov- 
ery,” of increment in natural re- 
sources. ‘It resembles the recent de- 
cision regarding the taxation of capi- 
tal gains as income, when realized, 
in that it. cumulates the gains of sev- 
eral years in one year’s taxes, *but 
that seems necessary if the tax col- 
lectors are not to be handicapped in 
the hunt for taxable resources. It 
would’ be interesting to know what 
would have been the course of affairs 


had the company not issued new capi- 


tal shares, but had conductedtits af~ 
fairs continuously as it had in the 
years before the tax laws stimulated 
its ingenuity to lessen its taxes. 








WAILS OF THE I. W.W. 

Fallen from its high estate of mis- 
chief is that noble order, the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World. Only 
five years ago it was in its prime, 
preaching and practicing sabotage and 
the rest of its cheerful gospel in the 
harvest fields of the Northwest, 
among the miners of the coal and the 
copper-producing States and so on. 
It fought against the war all it could. 
It promoted all the deviltry it could. 
‘Capitalism ’’ and the police and 


civilized labor organizations and the 
courts and the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments have been much too much 
for it. 


Its membership has had a re- 
markable decline and fall. ‘“* The 
brains. of the I. W. W.,’’ one of its 
remaining lights says mournfully, 
‘*is-in Leavenworth, and there isn’t 
‘a big Russian organizer or speaker 
‘*in America today; they are alf back 
‘‘in Russia.”’ ‘ 

Even big Britt Haywarp, one of its 
most accomplished criminals, i$ sup- 
posed to have deserted his brethrén 
here for the still more savory breth- 
ren in Soviet Russia. Every State 
but one has a criminal anarchy act 


- 


and, what is worse, insists upon en- 


forcing it against these missionaries 


of political, social and economic de- 


struction. Gone are the good old 
days of howl and boast, of fiery 


hymns and processions, of hobo roam- 


ings ang rtotings. The revolution re- 
fused to revolve. Great numbers of 
former members have joined the 
American Federation of Labor. That 
is a good or bad sign. Good, if the 
seceders have really been tempted 
back to honest labor.. Bad, if they 
are simply ‘‘ boring in.’’ 

It is true that these confessions of 
defeat have been made in other years, 
too. There is a nucleus of irreclaim- 
able criminal anarchy in the I. W. W. 
The friends of amnesty for ‘‘ political 
prisoners ’’ must be ‘sttmulated to re- 
newed efforts when they think of the 
I. W. W. ‘‘ brains ’’ cruelly immured 
in Leavenworth. A delegate to its 
Chicago convention, now in session, 
paints in bold colors the depression 
and anemia of this once truculent 
band, He doubts if one of them 
would dare to go on the sidewalk-and 
yell ‘‘ To hell with the police!’’ If 
such weakness exists, perhaps prohi- 
bition rather than an entire relin- 
quishing of the I. W. W. habit is re- 
sponsible.. Not too much credit should 
be given to its protestations of weak- 
ness. The snake is scotched, not 
killed. There will always be-this ele- 
ment of violence, working secretly or 
Neither openly nor secretly 
can it effect much. To laboring labor 
this batch of loafers and anarchists 
is repulsive. It has’ little field here 
except among the small number of 
persons who ought, to be “‘ all back in 


Russia.”’

‘* to him, he will skip out if he really 
‘* has been a deserter.” The Adjutant 
General will not consider personal in- 
vestigation, as distinguished from let- 
ter-writing, as necessary or feasible. 
But it is plainly. the opinion of the 
man in the street that every drafted 
man listed as delinqueht should be 
looked up, or that inquiries should be 
made about him by somebody assigned 
to the work. If this method had been 
followed, Secretary WrEEKs would have 
had to make few apologies to veterans 
whose names were ‘published. 

At the same time there was ‘‘ con- 
tributory négligence ” on the part of 
intelligent drafted men when’they did 
not notify their boards that they had 
enlisted or report changes of address 
or otherwise account. for themselves 
when they might be\recorded absent or 
missing.

Association, composed of men and wo- 
men interested in bringing about, so far 
as they are able, wise and kindly treat- 
ment of negtected and what are called 
“institutional ’’ children. To this com- 
mission, two years ago, an appropriation 
of $22,000 was given with which to make 
a careful investigation of what had been 
done and what needed doing for these 
Lhelpless wards of the State, and, as a 
result of its inquinies, which exfended 
to the methods followed in other parts 
of the country, it prepared ‘a report in 
which was earnestly suggested the es- 
tablishment of a Child Welfare Bureau, 
adequately officered and financed, to 
take care of all children who had no 
parents, relatives: or other well-disposed 
persons to maintain, train and protect 
them. 

This bureau would cost some money, 
but in the opinion of the Child Wel- 
fare Association it would save more 
money than it cost, besides being in. ac- 
cord with modern ideas of right and 
public duty. 

The Legislature gave a hearing, re- 
cently, on a bill providing for the crea- 
tion of such a bureau, but the propo- 
nents of the bill were questioned in a 
way that showed antagonism to. their 
proposal. Their object was commended, 
of course, as it had to be, but the mem- 
bers of the legislative committee evi- 
dently were in favor of leaving the task 
of looking after these children to the 
State Board of Charities, with no new 
authority, no special appropriation and 
as an undifferentiated part of the gen- 
eral work of caring for paupers of all 
ages. 

To that plan the Welfare Asstblatios 
is strongly Opposed, as one that is anti- 
quated, discredited and an expensive 
form of economy, and its opposition is 
justified everywhere by experience with 
the two systems, .

country, city and village can and do 
now do for themselves in these matters; 
a little contemplation of the results in 
Germany. of this sort of “putting it 
all on the Government,” will soon show 
why the taxpayers of tfe country should 
rise up and fight these so-called ‘“ wel- 
fare” bfils; and tell Congrées what they 
think.of them. 

There is one good reason to support 
both bills. Support them if you want 
to put lots of money and lots of power 
into the hands of these women, to spend 
in. propaganda throughout our land, 
especially among our mothers @nd° in 
our schools. These women are the same 
who tried to keep tus out ‘of the war, 
who led the ‘‘Woman’s Peace Party,” 
who are preaching birth control, whose 
literature shows that their knowledge 
of these subjects is superficial and 
biased beyond words and takes, no ac- 
count. of the grave dangers-jnto which 
their:fads may lead, who were hand and 
glove. with Frau Rosika Schwimmer 
and all the other spies, whose avowed 
object is to “junk the battleships” 
(Washington Her&ld Oct. 25, 1920), as 
Miss Alice Paul says, and weaken our} 
country to the level of poor China. Ata 
meeting in Washington on March 27 
Senator Borah spoke for an agreement 
among the great nations for a balanced 
disarmament and was howled down by 
Mrs. Florence Kelly's ‘‘ The time to dis- 
arm is now.” 

The: statistics by which America is 
made. to. appear as ‘‘ seventeenth ” 
among nations are, of course, manipu- 
lated. As a matter of fact few nations 
are ahead of -us in baby. work, such as 
Australia and New Zealand with few 
cities and no slums, no poor immigrants 
&c. I quote from the “‘ Woman Patript” 
of May 1: “The Census Bureau figures 
of infant mortality for 1919 were pre- 
sented to the committee for the first 
time, although they have been available 
since Dec. 20, 1920.” That was how 
the “Children’s Bureau” had managed 
to make its report show America .“ sev- 
enteenth.” ‘‘It was shown that the real 
mortality statistics, put out by the Cen- 
sus Bureau last December—and_ not 
mentioned in the hearings by the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau—proved American infant 
mortality rates to compare favorably 
with the lowest in the world.” 

This hearing, at which the National 
Anti-Suffrage Association showed up 
some of the true aspects of the 
Maternity bill, was only obtained after 


-its supporters had tried to railroad it 


through without any hearings. I see no 
mention made in your long article of 
many of the strong associations oppos- 
ing the measure, e. g., American Medical 
Journal, Illinois State Medical Society, 
Massachusetts Civic Alliance, Massachu- 
setts Public Interests League and others. 


Civie Alliance had a petition to present 
signed by 795 Massachusetts physicians 
against this type of legislation. Of 2,600 
physicians whose opinion was asked, 795 
of those who replied were against the 
bill, 14 in favor. 

In tho interests of a wide-awake study 
of this Sheppard-Towner Maternity bill, 
and the Towner Education bill, hatched 
in the same. nest by the same feminist- 
pactfists and Socialists, I hope you will 
stimulate discussions of them hoth.

Miss. Anna_ Caroline Maxwell 
Will Soon End 45 Years of 
Service in Work of Mercy. 








GOING ABROAD FOR A REST 





Head of Presbyterian Hospital Staff 
Conspicuous In the War and 
_ Many Other Activities. 





After forty-five years’ devotion to the 
profession of nursing, Miss Anna Caro- 
line Maxwell is to retire on June 30 as 
Supervisor of Nurses and Director of the 
School of Nursing in the Presbyterian 
Hospital. She is 70 years old and has 
been’.connected with the hospital for 
thirty years. . 

Miss Maxwell will officiate at the 
graduation. of her last class of* student 
nurses in the Florence Nightingdéle Hall 
at. 387° Wast Seventy-first Street on 


Thursday. evening, and the staff of the 


hospital’ plans special hionors for the 
veteran, recognized as the most noted 
member of her profession, whose work 
was largely instrumental in raising 
nursing to its present high professional. 
standard. 

Upon retirement Miss’ Maxwell will 
travel in Europe for several months, 
but she has not yet decided what she 
will do on her return. She is a mem- 
ber of many committees and organiza- 
tions which aim to recruit nurses and 
make the work more attractive to young 
women, and‘it is considered probable 
that she will devote much of her time 
to is work because her associates 
think that she will find it impossible to 
retire after such an active life. 

During the war Miss Maxwell advised 
in the organization of the Presbyterian 
Unit for service overseas and asked per- 
mission to go to France, but the Board 
of nagers declined on the ground that 
her work was more needed in this ‘coun- 
try. She already had been overseas in 
the early part of the war, and after this 
country entered the conflict made a sec- 
ond trip to inspect. the Presbyterian 
Unit in France. 

n addition to work for the Red Cross, 
Miss Maxwell also was active in the 
movement to obtain military rank for 
the Army Nurse Corps, and she aided 
in designing a uniform for army nurses. 
She took an active interest in training 
army nurses, and in the midst of this 
work found time to accept the honorary 
degree of Master of Arts from. Columbia 
University. 

During the eleven years that Columbia 
University and the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital have been negotiating for a great 
medical centre on a common site in this 
city Miss Maxwell has been devising 
plans for an expanded nurses’ school, 
and it is one of her regrets that her 
retirement will make possible an 
active interest in this institution in the 
new buildings on Washington Heights. 
Her plans are on file, and her counsel 
will be sought in this new and greater 
institution. 

On. leave of absence from the Presby- 
terian Hospital, Miss Maxwell was 
supervisor of nurses in the Sternberg 
Pi Age at Camp Thomas in Georgia 
during the Spanish-American war, and 


left with the highest praise from 
Colonel John Van _ Reneselear Hoff. 
With 160 assistants she ‘made, the 


nursing of the soldiers so efficient that 
the death rate from typhoid fever was 
held to sixty-seven cases out of 1,000, 

Efficiency of service was one of her 
aims in the supervision of the nursing 
in the Presbyterian Hospital and among 
physicians and nurses of all hospitals 
her institution was known asa model 
of individual care for the patieni. Her 
methods. have been copfed and her ser- 
vices frequently sought by other insti- 
tutions, 

Miss Maxwell received her first train- 
ing in Boston and almost immediately 
became director of nursing 
Massachusetts General Hospital. In 
1889 she was called to St. Luke’s hospi- 
tal in Pog city, but left in 1891 to estab- 


lish the. nursing school of the Presby- 
a ospital. She has been there ever 
since

been read and give some concrete proof 
that he has not wasted his time and op- 
soe ange pee is even more ‘splendid. Per- 
aps Mr. Edison had this same object 
ir: mind when he compiled his questions.

George ‘L. Watson, a member of the 
Board of Consulting Engineers of the 
New York and New Jersey Vehicular 
Tunnel Commission, declined yesterday 
to accept an appointment by the New

In his letter declining to accept the 
appointment Mr. Watson said he was a 
member of the consulting board -ap- 
pointed by the joint action of the two 
commissions and that he could not con- 
tinue to serve ‘if it became necessary 
for him to divide his allegiance between 
the two States. 


WANT AMERICAN CONTROL. |. 


Igorrotes Oppose Demand for Inde- 
pendence of Philippines. 


BAGUIO,.P. I., May 16 (Associated 
Press).—Their desire for continuation of 
American sovereignty over the Philip- 
pine Islands, in opposition to the de- 
mand for independence which has been 
expressed in some quarters, was de- 
scribed to the Wood-Forbes mission here 
today by several delegations of Igor- 
rotes. 

In some instances these delegations 
from the tribes of Northern Luzon, for- 
merly classed as ‘' non-Christians,” 
came-hundreds of miles. Several Igor- 
rotes camé with the official delegations 
to pay their respects to former Gov- 
ernor General W. Cameron Forbes, co- 
head with Major Gen. Leonard Wood 
of the Presidential mission of inquiry 
into ‘Philippine conditions. 3 

Governor Forbes knew many of the 
Igorrotes in his terms of office here 
and remembered those who came to see 
him. One delegation included pupils 
and teachers of the WDBaster School 
founded by the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, ome of the teachers were 
Igorrote girls who were pupils of the 
school when Mr. Forbes was Governor.. 

General Wood and Mr. Forbes met 
about thirty American. District Super- 
intendents of Public Schools tonight. 
Practically all’ of these declared the 
Filipino people were courteous and ‘re- 
spectful toward American teachers and 
that this attitude had not undergone 
any change in recent years.

LIVERPOOL, May 17.—Liverpool grain 
dealers expect Liverpool to become the 


world grain market owing to American 
Federal and State legislation regulating 
and prohibiting. trading ‘in futures. 
America has oniy to send along the 
business and Liverpool, which has all 
the registration machinery in working 
order, could handle the world’s grain 
market well. ; 

The transfer of the Chicago Board of 
Trade’s activities here would create an 
unprecedented position so far as this 
couygtry is concerned because the Liver- 
pool grain options markets has been 
run, so far, in close conjunction with 
Chicago, where the principal world mar- 
ket has been established in a producing 
and consuming country while the Liver- 
pool market been established igja 
consuming country where: there. béen 
no artificial barrier to trade. 

Liverpool being the second largest mill- 
ing centre in the world, her position is 
assured, and the trading in‘aetual grain 
will be governed, to a large extent, by 
the requirements of the country mills, 
which will be supplied from Liverpool, 
it being a port. he option market is 
largely used to cover trade in actual 
grain. The abolition or restriction of 
the Chicago market would tend to in- 
crease the importance of the Liverpool 
market in a consuming country and 
the importance of Winnipeg as a market 
in a producing country. To this extent 
both: Winnipeg and Liverpool would be 
likely to benefit. 

There is no European .cbuntry which 
can possibly compare with the United 
Kingdom, because in each there is some 
element of restricted fariff or restricted 
market which operates in favor of the 
United Kingdom. As far as the Brit- 
ish Isles are.concerned, Liverpool is the 
only market where there are ‘the neces- 
sary export merchants and _ brokers’ 
who have made the operations of the 
option market their particular study. . 

Apart from the war period, the Liver- 
pool price has always been recognized as 
the international price for wheat, and 
to that extent it has governed'the Chi- 
cago and other exchanges throughout 
the world.

_ his companion. 

Rigo explained that a.strike was in 
Progress and that it was their duty to 
_- gtand bv the strikers in the fight and 
» mot allow themselves to be: used as 
strikebreakers. Green started back to- 
‘ward the boat and the other negroes and 
Rigo and his companion continued to 
argue. Green returned to the group 
drew a pistol and fired point blank at 
* Rigo. he three negroes ran back to 
the yenr and Rigo’s companion and sev- 
eral other persons picked him up and 
called the Charles Street Station. 


Victim’s Death Probabie. 


Detectives Shevlin and Harvey were 
goon on the scene and they sent in a 
call for an ambulance. Dr. Williams 

’ found that Rigo had been shot in the 
abdomen and said that he was mortally, 
‘wounded. . 

While the wounded man’ was being 


_ pushed to the hospital the detectives 
went aboard the vessel and found the 
three negroes. 

James J. Davis, Secretary of Labor, 
e@ame here from Washington last night 
for a conference with the leaders of the 
marine unions. Mr. Davis met the men 
fn the Hotel Continental and remained 
until after 1 o'clock this pring, when 
he hurried to the Pennsylvania Station 
for a train back to Washington. 

“Not a word,” said Secretary Davis 
to newspaper men as he left the hotel.

TO.BUILD SHIP HERE 
FOR JAPANESE NAVY 


Sighing of Contract With Ship- 
building Corporation Cele- 
brated by Dinner. 














GARY TALKS OF AMITY 


Demonstration of Good- Will Between 
Japan and United States, Says 
Consul General. 


With expressions of sentiments of the 
friendship of his country for the United 
States, Captain M. Yokura, Chairman of 
the Imperial Japanese Naval Commis- 
sion, announced yesterday that a con- 
tract for a 20,000-ton electrically driven 
combination fuel supply ship for the Jap- 
anese Navy had been awarded to the 
‘New York Shipbuilding Corporation. The 
contract, which was signed yesterday, 
was the first to be. placed in this coun- 
try by Japan since the cruiser Kasanaga 
was built in the Cramps’ yard at Phila- 
delphia twenty-five years ago. 

Expressions of friendship between the 
twé countries were made ‘at a dinner 
given by Captain Yokura last night at 
the Hotel Biltmore. Captain Yokura 
said he would have to confess ignorance 
regarding the controwersy over the 
Islartd of Yap and the situation in Cali- 
fornia, but declared he was jsure there 
was nothing in either that could not be 
settled amicably. ‘‘ As off commercial 
relations increase, the bonds of friend- 
ship will be strengthened,’’ he said. 

‘“*T am sure that this does not look 
Jike ‘war between the United States and 
Japan,’’ said M. Kumasaki, the Japanese 
Consul-General, “who referred to the 
order for the fuel ship as a “‘ gratifying 
demonstration of the good will of Japan 
for the United States. Mr. Kumasaki 
said that problems were bound to arise 
between the United States and Japan, 
as they were bound to arise betwe=n any 
two countries, hut that he was certain 
that nothing could arise that could not 
te settled by representatives of the two 
nations gathering around a table and dis- 
cussing it. ‘ \ 


Friend of Japan, Says Gary. 


’ Elbert H. Gary, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the United States 
Steel Corporation, said that all nations 
were selfish when their material inter- 
ests were concerned, but that that was 
no reason why they should not be 
friendly. ‘A man who had a full 
stomach does fot appreciate the nunger 
of another who has not enough to eat,’’ 


he said. ‘A man with money in his 
pocket is not apt to have naturally the 
same sympathy for a poor man that one 
poor man has for another. 

‘Now, if Japan. needs an island in 
the Pacific, she has a perfect right to 
express to the world that she needs it 
and would like to have it. That does 
not mean that she is entitled to it. 

“It is claimed that- we have certain 
interests wing out of the cable situa- 
tion in Yap, and Japan is in need of 
Yap. She is in need of some _ other 
islands there. I am not going to discuss 
here what took place between Japan 
and England and some other foreign 
countries, but I would like to impress 
this point. . 
‘* Simply because the United States 
desires 4 maintain forever certain rights 
there or because Japan needs to main- 
tain forever certain rights there, does 
not settle the question, and it is nothing 
against either of the parties interested 
because either of them makes certain 
claims. It is a matter of disposing of 
all of these questions in ‘an open, fair, 
frank and honorable way. 

“Can any of you tell me. when the 


ever asked Japan to sit down at a table 
and discuss any question of disagree- 
ment when Japan was not perfectly 
willing to sit down and talk it out, 
generally waiving more or less of the 
things she believed she. was entitled to? 
Could anything be fairer or more just 
than that? 


**So far as I am concerned, I want to 
say. that, until Japan does something 
that seems to me to be intentionally 
wrong or unfair, I am going to be the 
friend of Japan.”’ 


Always Found Japanese Fair. 


Mr. Gary added that he had met many 
Japanese statesmen d had’ always 
found them fair and reasonable. ‘‘ We 


are all selfish,’’ he concluded, ‘‘ and 
self interest, it seems to me, -will insist 
that the friendship between Japan and 
the United States be continued and per- 
manently maintagied.’’ 

Other speakers at the dinner included 
J. R. Layejoy, Vice President of the 
General Electric Company, who disclosed 
that by signing the contract Japan will 

et for its navy the first electrically 
Srivels ship outside the United States 
Navy; George J. Baldwin, Chairman of 
the ard of Directors of the New York 
Shipbuilding Corporation, and L. A. Os- 
borne, President of the Westinghouse 
Electric Company. Frank C. Munson, 
who presided, announced that it was un- 
derstood that Captain Yokura upon his 
return to Japan, would be promoted to 
Admiral in recognition of his services 
during the war. . 

The contract for the fuel ship was 
signed at the offices of the Ship- 
building .Corporation, 120 Broadway, ‘by 
Captain Yokura and Captain Goto, rep- 
resenting the Japanese Government, 
and Marvin A. Neeland, President of the 
corporation. Mr. Neeland afterward 
expressed satisfaction that his company 
had been selected as the medium for 

ving a tangible proof of the good-will 

etween the two countries. 


Pleased That Contract Came Here. 


Mr. Baldwin expressed satisfactfon 
that Japan had come to the Unitdd 
States instead of England to place a 
contract for a ship it did not find ‘ex- 
pedient to build at home. ‘

$8,000,000 Estimate Called Conservative. 

The city says the $8,000,000 which 
should have been eliminated was a con- 
servative estimate, and that a more rea- 
sonable figuré would be $12,000,000. The 
memorandum says that, apart from con- 
sideration of Operating costs’in 1921 and 
thereafter as compared with. the com- 
pany’s estimates, the excessive returns 
realized by the company in the past 
should have precluded all possibility of 
an increase in rates, and that.thd order 
. permitting them should be rescinded. 


On the basis of the company’s own 
figures, the city states, there was a 
total excessive return earned during the 
period from 1915 to 1920, inclusive, above 
8 per cent. on the value of the property 
aggregating $7,847,363. If necessary ad- 


justments were made-covering the 4%. 


per cent. charges and income taxes, the 
total excessive return during the period 
would amount to $16,323,295. 

The city contended that in fixing the 
ratez in 1915, allowing 8 per cent. as a 
fair return on the value of the property, 
all above this return should be treated 
surplus contributed by the consumers 
for the sake of furnishing an average re- 
turn to the stockholders, and must: be 
applied to any subsequent period. of low 


earnings. 

‘““This is particularly true,’’ the city 
states, ‘‘in the present instance, ‘where 
the company has entered a period of de- 
creasing operating costs.’’ . * 

According to e city’s figures the 
total allowance for depreciation between 
1915 and 1920 amounted to $29,615,000, 
of which only - $5,745,000 was actually 
used for renewals and replacements of 
plant and equipment. ‘This, it was said, 
meant that $23,870,000 was accumulated 
in reserve in excess of the actual needs 
of: the period, and that for two years no 
charges for depreciation should have 
been made. ‘ 

The city contends that the maximum 
amount spent any year.by the company 
for renewals and retirements of prop- 
erty was not more than $1,500,000. 


Maltbie Testifies as an Expert. 


Concerning the $8,000,000 which the 
city insists should. be eliminated from 
the costs submitted cs a basis for the 
company’s claim that it was entitled to 
more revenue, the memorandum says 
it did not include in this amount the 
costs that were improperly placed upon 
the company through its interlocking ar- 
rengement with the Western Electric 
Company nor take into consideration the 
segregation of costs between the local 
and long distance telephone service. 

Milo R. Maltbie, former Public Ser- 
vice Commissioner, testified as an cx- 
pert for the city. Reading from records, 
the witness showed the-investment of 
the company in other corporations ag- 
gregated $102,000,000 and that the yield 
was only 5.17 per cent. Mr. Fertig said 


that if this money had been invested 
in some other corporations than those 
chosen by the company the return would 
have been about 8 per cent. - 

J. L. Swayze, general counsel for the 
company, in explaining the four and 
one-half per cent. paid to the American

Insurgents Win Demand for an 
Investigation of National. 
Association’s Affairs. 


SUSTAIN GENERAL MANAGER 


President-Mason Says He Can See 
“Blue Sky Beyond the Clouds’’ 
of Business Outlook. 


The factional fight which developed at 
the twenty-sixth annual convention of 
the Natiofial Association of Manufactur- 
ers in the Waldorf was halted tempora- 
rily yesterday when the voluntary com- 
mittee representing 200 insurgents won 
their principal demand—an investigation 
of the conduct of the affairs of the as- 
sociation. In closed session the mem- 
bers of the largest organization of indus- 
trial leaders in the country votéd unani- 
mously for the appointment by the next 
President of a committee of five to make 
the investigation. a 

The insurgents were hopeful that the 
investigation would result in the re- 
moval from office of J. Philip Bird, a 
Vice President and General Manager of 
the association, charged with misman- 
agement and waste of funds, particu- 
larly in connection with-the Namusa 
Corporation, a promotive organization 
of the association. The demand for the 
investigation was made following an in- 
quiry by a committee led by Dr. Edward 
Weston, President of the Weston Elec- 
trical Instrument Company of Newark. 

Members: of. the voluntary committee 
charged that an attempt had been_made 
to gag them at the opening session of 
the convention on Monday, when a mo- 
tion to extend the time for debate on 
rules was put over until yesterday. 
When this motion became an ‘issue the 
insurgents won by a margin of forty 
votes. 

They saw further signs of a change of 
sentiment in favor of the insurgent 
movement in the defeat of Charles Holt- 
zer of Holtzer & Cabot, Boston, by Wiil- 
liam B. White.of the Lowell Paper Tube 
Company, also of Boston, for memb2r- 
ship on the Board of Directors. 

The committee-of five which is to in- 
vestigate the management of the asso- 
ciation will not include any member of 
the present Board of Directors or of the 
voluntary committee, but its member- 
ship must be acceptable to both factions. 
It will make recommendations to the 
Board of Directors. 


While the members of the association 
were trying’ to dispose of their differ- 
ences, the Ambassadors and other déplo- 
matic representatives of forty countries, 
holding a joint conference with the as- 
sociation, went on a sight-seeing trip 
through the city. The visiti foreign 
representatives were entertained for 
about three hours while the fight con- 
tinued in the convention and.eventually 
terminated with an announcement .that 
General Manager Bird stood vindicated. 

The convention was formally opened 
when President Stephen C. Mason read 
his annual address, in which he said that 
he thought he could see the ‘“ blue sky 
beyond the clouds,’’ and advocated a 
constructive treatment of international 
politics, taxation; and transportation 
problems. He was followed by Ambas- 
sador Augusto Cochrane de Alencar of 
Brazil, who said that the manufacturers 
and exporters of the United States were 
losing ground in South America, where 
the Germans and British were drivin 
them out, due to the ‘ adherence 0 
American business men seeking forei 
trade to want too much in return for 
what they give.” 

Ambassador J. J. Jusserand of France 
presided at the afternoon session of the 
conference of. Ambassadors and Minis- 
ters. He said that there was no venge- 
ful spirit in.the reparations demand of 
the French Republic. He urged greater 
effort both on the part of American 
and French business men to expand 
their trade, but admitted that he did re 

e 
pointed out that the products of French 
working men’ were not the kind that 
would compete with American goods in 
American markéts, and said that no one 
could accuse the French of: ‘‘ dumping 
inclinations.’’ 

£. Jusserand paid a high tribute to 
French labor, saying that-the greatest 
asset of the French Republic were the 
ten fingers of her workingmen. 

The manufacturers were advised last 
night by Iuming C. Suez, Chinese Con- 
sul in this city, that they should set a 
standard of profit making which -would 
enable them to compete with manufac- 
turers of other countries.

‘* Let me preface this consideration of 
the canon by a glance at the marriage 
situation as it confronts the nation to- 
day. The fall of the Roman Empire was 
produced by the laxity and rottenness of 
the laws of marriage. Divdrce was ab- 
solutely free to the men and, in the time 
of our Lord, we are told that there 
was scarcely a society woman in Rome 
who had not been divorced at least two 
or three times. The consequence was 
that the family life became debayched 
and destroyed. 

“It is a sad thing for a little child to 
lose its mother by death, yet I know one 
other ng that is sadder, and that is 
to have the child lose father or mother 
by divorce. ‘ Family vitality was weak- 
ened in the Roman world and the nation 
‘suffered an insidious decay ia its morals 
and ideals. 


Roman society we seem to be fast ap- 
proaching here in America. I have no 
statistics with which to startle you. In- 
deed, we do not need any. Divorce is 
all around us. Our newspapers tell the 
sickening story so far society is con- 
cerned, but the divorce mills are for all, 
and, unlike the mills of the gods, they 
do not grind slowly. The. divorce busi- 
ness has become the most lucrative of 
the law.”* .

‘In civilizea countries it is given au- 
thorization by the law through contracts 
whch would be on the basis of all other 
contracts if the State were not inter- 
ested in the integrity of the family and 
the welfare of the children.

SUBMARINE SAILS TO PORT. 


Oil Exhausted in Search Off Hawall, 
Hammocks and Mattresses Hoisted. 


~HILO, T. H., May 17.—Submarine 
R-14 arrived here yesterday under a 
jury rig after exhausting her oil sup- 
plies while out on search for the miss- 
ing navy tug Conestoga.

Association of Maglatrates Asked to 
Seek Health Enactments as 
Immediate Remedy.

The signing of what was known as 
Lord Bill No. 1 by Governor Miller on 
lest Friday repeals the laws relating to! 
narcotics in this State and it is no 
longer possible for an addict who makes 
application to be committed for’ treat- 
ment, according to Justice Cornelius F. 
Collins of the Children’s Court, in a sats 
ter yesterday to City Judge Frederick 

Lewis, President. of the State Associd- 
tion of Magistrates. Nor is there any 
provision of law, said Jusice Collins, 
directly permitting a court to commit an 
addict for treatment in the course of a 
criminal proceeding, as prescribed ‘by 
statute prior to the signing of the Lord 

11. 

The enactment of the Lord bill into 
law has brought about an “ alarming ”’ 
situation, in the’ opinion of Justice :Col- 
lins, who is chairman of the Narcotic 
Drug Control Committee’ of the State 
Association of Magistrates. Because of 
the possibilities for evil in the present 
situation ‘‘it is absolutely ‘necessary 
that some steps be taken to avoid seri- 
ous consequences,’’ he continued in’ the 
letter. “ Permit me, therefore, to recom- 
mend that ‘our association, either 
l}through the Committee on Narcotic 
Drug Control or your Executive ‘Com- 
mittee, advise. the various Health Offt- 
cers, throughout the State, who have 
power to make sanitary code enact- 


such an act, and that such course be 


speedily taken. 

‘*I have communicated personally 
with Dr. Royal 8. Copeland, Health 
‘Commissioner of the City of New York, 
along these lines and he has arranged 
for a conference on May A8 to consider 
the revision-of the. Sanitary Code of the 
City of New York, so that proper pre- 
cautions can be taken and necessary en- 

actments included tn the sanitary code.” 

Quoting from an earlier report on the 
original Lord bill, Justice Collins - ‘said 
that if it was passed, *‘ peddling and the 
distribution of drugs would exist in its 
worst form. Chaos would prevail, so 
far as drug possession is concerged, to- 
gether with the incidental crimes fre- 
_quently lurking in the wake of those 
who are drug addicts of the so-called 
underworld. This is an evil which must 
be avoided by our State.” 

It was said that the original Lord bill 
abolished the Commission of Narcotic 
Drug Control, leaving the State ‘‘ with- 
out a constructive law.’’ However, a 
second Lord bill was passed which, 
while deferring to the Governor’s wishes 
to abolish the Commission, sought to 
preserve the existing law, other than 
the part relating to the Commission, by 
re-enacting the law. without the Com- 
mission. provision. 

Justice Collins intimated that Gov- 
ernor Miller might be forced in a few 
months to call a special session of the 
Legislature “to ‘‘remedy the evil” 
created by the legislative action. 

Detectives under Dr. Carleton Simon, 
Special Deputy Police Commissioner, 
seized $34,000 worth of drugs yesterday 
and made two arrests. Seizure took 
place in a café at 312 East Eighty-sec- 


ond Street, of $4,000 in gum opium.

When the officers raided 
Concilio’s home yesterday they found

Vor the entire system the figures show 
that there are 7,471,171 separate tem- 
porary bonds of various deriominations, 
amounting to $1,132,730,200, in the hands 
of owners who have not exchanged 
them for the permanent bonds-on. which 
interest may be drawn. It is estimated 
by officials of the Federal Reserve 
Bank‘ that temporary Fourth Liberty 
Loan 4% per cent. bonds totaling $400,- 
000,000 par value now are outstanding 
in New York, which means that the 
holders have not yet exchanged them 
and are«not getting. the benefit of the 
$8,500,000 semi-annual interest due. New 
York Federal Reserve Bank -officials

UTAH COPPER’S DEFICIT. 


$305,544 Lost In Government Bonds 
—Operating Loss of $89,828. 


The report of the Utah Copper Com- 
pany for the first three months of 1921, 
shows a net operating loss of $89,828 
before allowance for depreciation, but 
after charging off a loss of $305,544 on 
the sale of Government bonds. This 
compares with a surplus of $2,870,589 in 
the first quarter of the previous year.
